Betwe^ 1983*84j and 1984*85, the tdtaa nuinber of d^rees awazrd^ 
increased less than 1 jiercent, from abcut 1.366 to 1.574 million. Though 
the number of badtielor's, first*prbfessional^ and jnaster's degrees 
increased less than 1 percent^ the number of bachelor's and 
^rst-professional degrees awarded was at its all-time high in 1984-85. 
The nufiiber of doctoral awards decreased 0.8 peroeht Ctom the previaas year 
(table A).
